REPORT ,OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Jaffrey : | 


I herewith submit my report as superintendent of schools. 
The enrollment by grades has been as follows:

An examination of the above table shows a marked decrease 
in the number of pupils in and above the fourth grade. I find 
that the school life of about one-half of the pupils who entered 
the fourth grade in September, 1908, ended during the year, 
that is, they reached the age of fourteen, and, in a majority of 
cases, obtained an employment certificate. If these pupils be- 
gan school at eight years of age, as they must have done, if 
they were then residents here, they failed to accomplish four 
years work in six. <A pupil who is promoted from the third 
_grade ought to be able to pass the literary test for an employ- 
ment certificate, but if he entered school at eight, and most 
pupils enter at six or seven, and suffered no retardation, he 
would not get above the school age, fourteen, until he was in 
the sixth grade. About one-sixth of the pupils in the first and 
second grades will be fourteen, before they can get to the fourth 
grade,

Our efforts have been directed toward more efficient work in 
the lower grades and to this end the first grade was divided, 
one part coming in the morning and the other in the afternoon— _ 
each part gets three hours, less a recess, which is not much less 
than they got when they were present at two sessions, but were 
dismissed early. It will help greatly that pupils are no longer 
allowed to enter school for the first time except at the beginning 
of the school year, and are not admitted until they are six. We 
shall be able to do better work with those who enter next fall. 
It is not possible for the teacher to do as much individual work 
as is desirable on account of the size of the classes. 

The arm chairs and narrow desks in the first grade room are 
not large enough for the pupils, nor are they hygienic, both on 
account of the tendency of the pupils to rest on the arms, and 
the awkward position for books and papers on the narrow desk 
tops. ‘There should be adjustable desks and chairs for this 
room. cP 

There is but one way of exit for nearly two hundred small 
children and there might be serious results in case of fire. 

Ventilation has been secured by the use of window boards and 
there is a marked difference in the air of the rooms, when the 
weather compels the closing of the windows. 

The common drinking cup and towel were put out of use at 

the beginning of last term and ought not to be restored. Paper 
. towels of good size cost about fifty cents a thousand, and .in 
many schools “sanitary” drinking fountains have been installed 
which do away entirely with a drinking cup. 
_ The school buildings outside of East Jaffrey, with the ex- 
ception of number four are in good condition. The light in 
number seven would be much better if the walls and ceiling 
were of a lighter color. 

In general the yards and buildings have been kept neat and 
in good order. 

The attendance in the fall was about ninety per cent. of the 
membership, but has been lower since the Christmas recess, 
chiefly on account of sickness. 

The law which was passed last year gives to districts entitled 
to receive state aid, $2.00 per week for each qualified teacher in 
its employ—qualified teachers are graduates of Normal schools 
or holders of state certificates. We have four Normal gradu- 
ates and three teachers who have state certificates and yet, on 
account of this aid, our average monthly cost per teacher is 
about $2.00 less than in recent years. The purpose of this law 
is not to decrease the cost of teachers to the districts, but rather 
to raise salaries, and it should be so applied when the value of 
the teacher warrants. 
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A list of the books in each school of the district is kept and 
a considerable saving results from the transferance of books 
not in use to schools where they are needed, this applies par- 
ticularly to supplementary reading where twenty books can be 
made to meet the needs of sixty pupils. 

The reports of the supervisors of music and drawing are 
submitted with this report. An excellent start has been made 
in drawing and definite results are already apparent. Power of 
observation is being cultivated and as skill in execution is de- 
veloped, more practical applications of the drawing work can be 


. made.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Grade I—In this grade the children have been taught rote 
songs, have received scale and interval drill and have had work 
with the chart, ‘‘ The Child’s First Studies in Music.” 

Grade II1—In this grade the children have had rote songs, 
also songs and exercises taught from the blackboard. They 
have learned the various musical signs, (rests, etc.) and have 
studied exercises in the first six keys. 

Grade III—In the third grade the first reader in the new 
educational music course is used. The children have worked 
in the first six keys, and in addition have had rote songs and 
songs taught from the blackboard. 

Grade 1V—In this grade the children use the second reader 
of the new educational music course, and the work has included 
two-part music in which the progress has been very gratifying. 

Grades V and VI—The work in these grades has included 
two-and-three part music. The reader used is the third. The 
pupils have had breathing -exercises and voice drill, also sight- 
singing tests and written work. 

Grades VII and VIII—The reader used is the fourth reader, 
and in addition to the regular work in the reader which has 
includes three-part music for unchanged voices, also three-part 
music for unchanged voices and bass, the pupils have had sight- 
singing tests and written work. They also have breathing exer- 
cises and voice drill. 
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In the High School, work has been done in the Corona song 
book. | 


In all the schools the progress has been very good, and the 
interest in the music on the part of the pupils has been most 
gratifying. 

‘In numbers 9g, 7. 4, and 3, the work has been done in the 
first reader, in the first keys. The children have learned the 
simple musical signs and terms and have also received interval 


and scale drill. At number three, the pupils have also done 
two and three-part singing.

Dear Sir:—I hereby submit the following report of the 
condition of Drawing in the schools of Jaffrey : 

Drawing has been taught in Jaffrey for so short a period of 
time that it is hardly possible to give a report of work accom- 
plished, for we seem to be just starting out. 

It has been necessary to teach in every grade something of 
the work which the children should have had previously, there- 
fore it has been impossible to follow any definite plan of work ; 
nevertheless although the work has of necessity been in most 
cases suited to several grades lower than that in which it has 
been given, the children have been very much interested, and 
I feel that the interest is growing. Lack of proper material 
has also made it more difficult to secure good results. elo 

Drawing should bring the home and the school more closely 


together than any other subject, for the child can only draw — 


well what is in his heart; and what is of more importance to 
the child than the home from which he has just come. To 


make something useful and beautiful for someone the child 


loves, is his most easily fired motive for productive results. 
Such a task will hold him to a higher standard for a longer 
period of time than any other yet discovered. 

The editor of one of the leading Art magazines recently 
said “We Americans boast that we can do everything. We 
can, but we do almost nothing supremely well. We have 
hardly a native born mechanic in the United States who can 
make a wooden roof that won’t leak, a leather boot that won’t 
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crack, a rocking chair that won’t squeak in the joints, or a 
piece of colored stuff that won’t run in the wash, Our beset- 
ting sin is superficiality. If we are to outgrow it we must in 
our schools attempt less and accomplish more. We must 
discover what’s worth doing at all, and then determine to do 
that well.” 

We should all be thankful anat this is a normal town, where 
sunlight and shadows are pure, where rain falls on flowers, 
where the sweet air is health and the birds sing, and where the 
children have a vision of the beautiful. Here we can bring 
that vision before them without fear lest some sensitive little 
soul be cut to the quick by the contrast between our ideal and 
their actual. 

I wish to thank the superintendent, school board, teachers, 
parents and pupils for their hearty co-operation throughout the 
year, for without this help no special teacher can hope to 
succeed.

Abstract of Business Transacted at the Annual Town 
Meeting, Jaffrey, March 9th, 1909, 


OFFICERS ELECTED. 


Town clerk, F. P. Wellman; rst selectman, Edward A. Coburn ; 
2d selectman, Clark M Pierce; 3d selectman, Charles W. 
Fassett ; treasurer, John G. Townsend; overseer of poor, 
Alfred Sawyer; road agent, (east) Frank M. Deschenes ; 
road agent (west) Peter N. Proctor; water commissioner, 
Edward C. Boynton; chief engineer, Alvin L. Parker; audi- 
tors, Myron L. Cutler, William F. Coolidge, Burt Bacon ; 
chief, of police, Charles L. Stratton; tax collector, William 
T Leighton. 


Voted that the Selectmen fill the remaining offices by appoint- 
ment. 


Voted to accept and adopt the reports as printed. 


Listened to reading of Selectmen’s estimate of money needed 
for coming year, and voted to raise the same. 


Voted not to appoint a liquor agent. 
Voted $1300.00 to assist Conant High School. 


Instructed Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes.. 


Voted that until otherwise ordered the compensation to Fire- 
men for attendance at regular monthly meetings or special 
meetings called by order of the Engineers shall be 50 cents, 
and for attendance and full performance of duty at fires, in 
response to regular alarm, time to be reckoned from sound of 
alarm until dismissal by Foreman or Engineer. (Board of 
Engineers to be judges of time.) First hour or fraction 
thereof, 50 cents; each additional hour or fraction thereof, 
25 cents, except that the foreman and clerk of each company 
shall receive in addition to the above the sum of five dollars 
per year and any part or parts of the present rules and regu- 
lations which conflict with the foregoing is rescinded. 


Voted to pass over Article 8 (to move voting place.) 

Voted $200.00 to the East Jaffrey band for a series of open air 
concerts. 

Voted to accept the offer of Mr. Peter Upton to improve and 
beautify the Common in East Jaffrey village. 

Voted $50.00 for a gravel and coal ash sidewalk from the new 
to the old Peterboro road. 

Voted to pay the Sexton $5.00 as his fee for digging grave and 
attendance at each funeral. 


Instructed the Water Commissioners to acquire such land adja- 
cent to Bullet pond asin their judgment may be necessary 
for the proper protection of the pond, and borrow money to 
pay for the same. 

Instructed the Selectmen to issue licenses to Junk Dealers not 
exceeding three in number, at $15.00 each. 

Voted $250.00 to purchase two steel cells to be placed in base- 
ment of Library building under supervision of Chief of Police, 
and $600.00 to procure or build a suitable building for pris- 
oners and tramps and the matter be left in the Aone. of the 
Selectmen and Chief of Police. 

Voted to pass over Art. 16 (pay for labor on highways.) 

Voted $100.00 to repair gravel and coal ash sidewalks in East 
Jaffrey. 

Voted 10 per cent. of Highway and Bridge money for repair 
of bridges in proportion to number of wooden bridges in 
each highway district, remainder of said money to be equally 
divided between Highway Agents. 

Returning to Article 3, Voted that $300.00 be raised in addi- 
tion to Highway and Bridge money already appropriated for 
the replacing of small wooden bridges:with stone or rein- 
forced concrete covering. 

Voted to refund to Elliott O. Prescott the sum of $63.00 in- 
curred in the digging and filling of the ditch for the pipe con- 
veying water to his premises. 

Instructed the Selectmen to replace the ‘Maloney bridge” 
with a granite bridge for which $2500.00 was voted. 

Voted to pass over Article 21. 

Voted to pass over Article 22 (electric lights) as a contract 
covering same was already completed. 

Voted to pass over Article 23, (Permanent highway.)
